Hin, and settlement of Canada, from the 
dave of Jacqoes Cartier (1524), Samuel de 
Champlain (7603), and Heory Hudson 


(1610) down to the advent of the rail- 
road, in the middle of the last century, is 
one of travel by sea, river, and loke, 

The waterways of Canada provide easy 
access to the heart of the continent. 
Nearly half the area of the Dorninion, ex- 
cluding for the moment the Distnict of 
Franklin, comprising the Arctic tslanils, 
is drained by majestic rivers—on the At- 
lantic cost, the St, Lawrence} on Hudson 
Bay, the Aelson; and on the Arctic, the 
Mackenzie, No great natonil obstacles 
divide these river luisius, and passage 
from one to: another i easily made hy 
shart portages. ‘Travel ty boat or canoe 
throughout the northern and eastern parts 
of Canada, though slow, has always been 
easy,

As height is gained, the St, Lawrence 
River can be seen 60 miles to the south, 
and beyond it the United States. An 
heme’s flight down the broad Ottawa 
brings us to the Lake of Two Mountains, 
and gradually the island of Montreal 
comes into view, with Motnt Roval tow- 
ering above the smoky haze of the city.

No city of the New World has a more 
ruituiitie history than the old French 
capital, nestling below. the cliffs of the 
Citadel, and the Plains of Abraham, 
where was finally decided, in 1759, the 
great struggle between France and Eng- 
Tan for supremacy in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. (see lustration, page 479). 

Ina single morning's flight we have 
passed] over three Canadian cities. each

The St. Lawrence at Quebec narrows 
for the last time, and the cliffs on which 
statis the Citadel, at whose feet and 
arcund whose shoulders gathers the modd- 
em city, jut oat mto the river as af to bar 
all further prigress from the sea, The 
southern shore isalsa preeipitons, and the 
St. Lawrence flows through a narrow 
forge to meet the ocean, 

To the east of the city lies ‘the fertile 
plain of the St, Chorles River, encircle! 
by the high timber-clad Laurentian Moun- 
tains. while in the tiver, below the city, 
reate the green Isle of Orleans, On all 
sides are prosperous settlements, and the 
scores of church spiites proclaim the piety 
of the French-Canadian people.

Everywhere one notes the importance

of Quebec, These, together with her 
iarms, are. the mainstay of ber pee ity: 
At Riviere da Loup we tid tatewell to 
the great river for the tine being and, 
turning south, proceed inland. 

Since leaving Quebec we have been 
climbing steadily and have now reached 
the liigher altitude necessary to give a 
latter gliding tadinus while flying over the 
telatively dry country between the St.

miles inland. Our route follows, roughly, 
the railway line riritimg over the height 
ot i inte the Province of New Bruns- 
wick, 

For half an hour, as we lodk down, we 
instinctively thank the makers of our en- 
gine for their care, as there are few places 
stittable for landing a Ayitig boat in this 
stretch. Soon wecare over the lake: how- 
ever, and again breathe freely. It is a 
long, narrow, winding stretch of water. 
Graining. eventually inte the tipper waters 
af the St. [ohn River, which we reach at 
Edtmundsten, on the border between 
Maine and New Brunswick, the center of 
a thriving lumber industry,

The first British settlement in the 
Province of New Bronswick was in tf, 
and = on later St. Tohn was founded 
by the United Empire Loyalists from the 
United States, The 3 is'a thriving sea- 
port, the eastern terminus of the Cann- 
dian Pactic KRatlway and the chief center 
of the export trade for the lumber and 
agricultural produce of the province. 


A CATARACT TTAT REVENSES ITSELF 


Just above the city are the famous Re-" 
versing Falls, formed by o barrier of 
rock across the river, over which, when 
the tide 15 low, rush the waters of the St. 
John. When the tide is high the waters 
of the Bay of Fundy force the tiver lack 
upon itself and the sea rushes into the 
basin above the vity (see page 421). 

We have now reached the Atlante andl 
the way lies straight across the Ray of 
Fundy to the Provinee of Nova Scntia, 
40 miles away. 

The peninsula of Nowa Scotia, with its 
northward extension, Cape reton Island, 
ts about oo miles long and from so te 
too miles wide. 

Flying up its center, we see that aridee 
divides it roughly into two slopes; that 
facing the ocean is generally rocky, bar- 
ren, and open te the sweep of the Atlan- 
tic dtorms, while the other, facing the 

Sule of St, Lawrence and Bay of Fundy, 
consists for the most part of arable, fer- 
tile plains and river valleys. 

On the Atlantic const are many well- 
sheltered harbors providing safe anchor- 
age for the fleets of the fishing conmunt- 
ties, so yital to the prosperity of the prov- 
ince. Nearing the Athintic coast on our 
way to Halifax, we pass over Lunenburg, 
the home of one of the largest fishing 
fleets on the Newfoundland Bankes; then 
over-the picturcsque Rava of Mahone and 
St. Margaret to the harbor of ‘Halifax, 
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The histery of Acadin, as the French 
province was known, dates back to T6oy. 
Port Royal, now Annapolis, was the seat 
of the French Government, and that old 
town has had many \vicissttides. It was 
brat captored| by the British m 1628, but 
receded to France in 1632, In 1684 the 
province was again taken, but restored to 
Trance in the follawing year. In rrro it 
was finally captured by an expedition 
from New Engtand, 

Flalifax itself was founded in 1744 liy 
Binitish emierants, and stice then it has 
been a naval base of great strategic im- 
portance. Its magnificent harbor com- 
mands the North Atiantc trade roites tu 
Europe, During the Revolutionary War 
and the War of 18i2 it was a eenter of 
naval activity, and again during the World 
War its harbor was the gathering point 
for convoys of troops and store ships 
fromi the whole Atlantic coast as far south 


as Newport News, Virginia (page 424}. 


The city is built ona tongue of land 
between the North West Arm and the 
harbor proper. Redford Basin, bevond the 
Nattows, provides an anchorage where 
great fleets may lie sheltered from Athin- 
lic SLOTTIS, 

There is no more delightivl place for a 
stmmer or autumn holiday than the Nova 
Scotia Peninenla, Fishing and Imting 
abound and the province is well served 
by milwavs, coasting steamers, and goud 
roads, Tt ts essentially a mnritime prov 
ince, with a seafaring population, and in 
the days of wooden shipis its vessels were 
to be seer) in every port of the world.

Along the rugged Atlantic coast, deeply 
indented tn) river fine harbors, and over 
the Strait of Canso we fly. 

To the north lie the counties of Victoria 
and Inverness, remote from the ordinary 
routes of travel, Fishing and farming 
communities are dotted along the coast 
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aril their rivers provide the finest salmon 
fishime. Canada’s fisheries are second to 
none. The cool waters on ber coasts teem 
with the best foot fishes. 

sydney Horbor, hke Hahfax, is-2 mag- 
nifcent stretch of water, well sheltered 
from the sea, and here, too, during the 
World War were gathered great convoys 
of ships feaving. the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
for the transatlantic passage. It was alen 
the scene of much naval activity, and an 
air station was built here in 1q18 and 
manned by a squadron of the United 
States Naval Air Service. 


Canada and South Afneca 
share major bonors m the prodveticn of the workl's sty

in 1713. Tt was cap- 
tured in 1745, restored 
to France, and fmally 
taken in 1758.

Onur flight now lies southward over the 
Laurentides: Park, a vast game and for- 
est reserve established by provincial. an- 
thorities. At La Tuque we swing west- 
ward into the valley of the &t, Maurice, 
one of the great lumbering and power 
streams of the province, and follow it 
cownstream to Grand’ Mere anil Shawin- 


igan Falls. The development of hydro- 
electric power has led to the establish- 
ment at these towns of pulp and paper 
ancl electroehemical incliustries. 

At Grand’ Mére one company has built 
a model town, with delightiul gardens, 
picturesque walks and drives, Its lucky 
inhabitants can enjoy the finest goll, good 
bantine, huntirig, fishing, avriel tennis, with 
skiing and skating in winter, and good 
roads everywhere. 

The next state is flown in a seaplane 
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of the Fairchild Acrial Surveys Com- 
pany, from Lac a la Tortue, two miles 
from Grand’ Mére, straight across ooun- 
try bv the Mattawin River into the Licvre 
watershoal to Mont Laurier, _ 

Aireraft of this company are working 
on the preliminary survey of a new rail- 
road projected through porthwestern 
Chebec, from the upper waters of the 
Gatinean and the Lievre rivers, straight 
across the headwaters af the Ottawa, to 
the Canadian National Railway at Amos. 

This new line will tap the farming 
country in the river valleys, the great for- 
ests on the headwaters of the Ottawa, 
antl, at ite western end, the new mineral 
area extending west from the Province 
of Ontario across the Quebec boundary. 

It is significant of the change which the 
introductions of air methods has already 
made in civil engincering that the pre- 
linunary surveys for each of the three 
railways projected into the new mining 
area have been made by ar.

At the head of the rapids is Angliers, 
the present terminus of the Canadian [a- 
cic: Railway line running into north- 
western Quebec, Here we again enter a 
settled. farming country surrounding the 
eastern shore of Lake Timiskaming and 
stretching north into the clay belt running 
through northern Ontario and Quebee for 


many hundred miles. It is a country still 


in the making—a generation ago almost

an unbroken forest, now cleared, with 
prosperous farms adding to the wealth of 
the Dominion. 

The majorty of the settlers, both om 
Qucbec and Ontario, are Prench-Cana- 
dians, Few people are more suited natu- 
tally to pioneer work of this kind, for 
they are expert Iumbermen, born, one 
might say,ax mn hamd, and gin! farnuers. 
Jn stmmer they clear thei land and cl 
tivate it, while the Inmber and mining 
camps provide a demand tn the winter 
months for the labor of themselves and 
ther teams and a market for their prod:

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HUNTING AN OBSERVATORY * 


A. Successful Search for a Dry Mountain on Which to 
Establish the National Geographic Society’ s 
Solar Radiation Station 


By C. G. Ansor

ETE lay ont under the southern 
stars on a-knoll in a Hottentut 
) village all through the last night 


before we found it. There was not a 
cloud in the sky. No one recollected if 
it had ramed fir ten months, Just be- 
fore dark we bad half driven, half parshed 
our long-suffering American automobile 
through the dry, sandy bed of the Great 
Fish River, ‘To-morrow we were to 
chmb Mount Urukkaros and Ax upon the 
exact spot for the construction of the ob- 
Servatory (Ste tap, jmge 504). 

There have heen many fanious big- 
jaune hunters in Africa and Asia, but nor 
many of them went after observatories, 

To be sure, there was [ai Singh TL, the 
Indian monarch, who ‘established his 


Hist ros mstruments in six of his capi- 


tals. kevern mew the streams of tourists 
that arise, one in Bombay, one in Caletrttn,. 
and flow aercss India to intermingle «at 
Agra, all try to understand or joke abont 
these acres of sundials ail stranger con- 
trvances that form standaurd sights in 
Delhi and Jaipur (see Mustration, p. 572).

As everywhere Inca, the traveler 
mitst carty all his bedding for night jour-

The British do not own Quetta, though 
they conquered a small region north of it. 
They bold tt under a perpetial lease from 
the Khan of Kalat. Formerly the fero- 
cows tobes of these barren miountams 
and hevond teed to depend fargely for 
their existence tpon mids into India, ‘and 
Tor a time the + lyedl smmpiucmsty on the 
spoils of Dethii Horde after horde of 
these savage warriors established tem- 
porary sovereignties over the rich cittes 
of the central plains, only to le over- 
wWhelmed in turn when thev became soft 
under the influence of luxury.

In going about m this neighborhood ir 
is the regulation that a Inaded rifle and 
two men able to tte it, beside the chanf- 
feor, shall be m the automobile, Tf 
lates are to be of the party, two days’ 
notice to the garnisons near the pass are 
required. Accordingly, the political ant-
